Wardens may 
be handed 
police roles 

Traffic wardens in Walsall town centre could have 
police powers to issue fines and penalty points in 
just a matter of months. 

Walsall Council wants the powers transferred to 
stop motorists flouting driving laws and causing 
accidents. 

Council leader Mike Bird said officers were now 
waiting to hear from the secretary of state on 
whether or not the bid had been approved - and it 
could be just three or four months before the changes 
were brought in. He said it would also relieve some 
of the pressure on police in Walsall. 

“We have put together a report and written to the 
secretary of state about the powers being passed 
over to the council,” Councillor Bird said. 

“People are basically ignoring the rules and this 
will help them be prosecuted. 

“The police are understandably busy with other 
things and we want to relieve the pressure on them 
and improve the safety of the town centre. 

Licence 

“The powers would allow them to issue fixed- 
penalty fines and even points on people’s licence.” 

Councillor Bird added: “I think it’s long overdue to 
be honest. We have put together a strong bid and, if 
approved, we are talking months not years.” 

One of the main aims of the transfer of power is to 
stop drivers flouting laws in St Paul’s Street, leading 
up to the accident-plagued bus station. 

The road is restricted to buses, taxis and permit 
holders but cars continue to driver along it. 

The latest accident caused as a result of cars 
driving along the restricted road happened on 
March 7 between two buses and two cars. 

West Midlands Police said officers were doing all 
they could to keep the area safe and had issued 57 
fixed penalty tickets in the 10 weeks prior to the 
latest accident. 

Sgt Adam Reynolds, from the Walsall town centre 
policing team, said officers were constantly in the 
town centre, enforcing driving and parking laws. 

“There is clear signage in place telling motorists 
they cannot turn right at that junction, if any driver 
is caught ignoring this they will be issued with a 
fine,” he said. 

Victims airlifted 
after 3-car crash 

A driver was airlifted to hospital after suffering 
internal injuries when his car flipped over in a three- 
vehicle crash in Walsall. 

A woman who was in a van also had to be airlifted 
to hospital after suffering leg and arm fractures in 
the smash. 

Ambulance, fire and police crews were called to 
the crash which happened near Morrisons petrol 
station on Wallows Lane at around 9.50am on 
Sunday. 

Hundreds of motorists were delayed after the road 
was closed for nearly two hours while emergency 
services dealt with the incident. 

A Ford Ka had flipped on to its roof after colliding 
with the van and another car, leaving the two occu¬ 
pants hanging from their seat belts. The male driver 
was cut free by fire crews. 

Both airlifted casualties were taken to Queen Eliz¬ 
abeth Hospital Birmingham. The female passenger 
in the Ford, who suffered minor injuries, was also 
taken to the hospital. 

The woman driver of another car involved was 
taken to Walsall Manor Hospital. 


Force is ordered to pay £1,000 compensation 

TEACHER’S 
VICTORY IN 
ARREST CASE

A teacher who taught media studies at a 
Walsall school has been awarded £1,000 com¬ 
pensation after he successfully sued West Mid¬ 
lands Police for being unlawfully arrested and 
held when he was accused of assaulting a 
pupil. 

Mark Richardson, a 39-year-old teacher of 
unblemished character, ended up at the centre of a 
legal storm after a pupil at Blue Coat Comprehen¬ 
sive lodged a complaint against him in 2009. 

The boy claimed he had been assaulted, but Mr Richard¬ 
son, a father of three, was adamant the pupil walked into 
his outstretched arm as he tried to protect himself from a 
swinging door which had already hit him once. 

On December 16, 2009, Mr Richardson attended first 
Bloxwich and then Walsall police stations voluntarily and 
was placed under arrest. While in custody he was pho¬ 
tographed, fingerprinted and had a DNA sample taken 
before being released on police bail. 

It later became clear the boy’s parents did not want to 
pursue their police complaint and on January 12 last year, 
Mr Richardson was told no further action would be taken 
against him. 

Distressing 

The teacher said he found the whole experience deeply 
distressing and feared the arrest would show up in future 
Criminal Record Bureau checks and be a “black spot” on 
his career. He sued the Chief Constable of West Midlands 
Police and, at London’s High Court, Mrs Justice Swift 
ruled he had been unlawully arrested and “falsely impris¬ 
oned”. Pointing out that “calm and compliant” Mr Richard¬ 
son had attended both police stations voluntarily, the 
judge said there was no evidence that an evaluation was 
made of the need to take him into custody and the police 
had failed to show his arrest was “necessary”. 

Awarding Mr Richardson £1,000 damages, the judge 
concluded: “I make a declaration that the arrest of the 
claimant on December 16, 2009, was unlawful. His claim 
for false imprisonment consequent upon the unlawful 
arrest succeeds”. 

Mrs Justice Swift stopped short of ordering that the 
record of Mr Richardson’s arrest be wiped from the Police 
National Computer. However, she said the Chief Consta¬ 
ble had stated he will take the court’s decision into account 
when considering any request for its removal. 

Chris Keates, general secretary of the NASUWT, the 
largest teachers’ union, said: “This is a landmark decision 
for teachers and others who are vulnerable to allegations 
made by children and young people. New guidance for 
police is needed urgently to prevent these needless arrests 
that wreck innocent people’s careers. 

“Teachers are vulnerable to allegations made by pupils. 
Such allegations frequently involve police investigation. 
The overwhelming majority prove to be false.”

325 caught 
in crackdown 
on criminals 

More than 325 people were arrested during a 
three-month crime crackdown in Walsall which 
police have hailed a success. 

Operation Intrusive ran between January and 
March this year to tackle crime and anti-social 
behaviour across Walsall. 

Officers said it had resulted in a 47 per cent reduc¬ 
tion in crime as there had been 108 crimes from 
January to March 2010 compared to 57 this year. 
Walsall police executed over 85 warrants through¬ 
out the operation. 

Cycle patrols on canal towpaths led to officers in 
Bloxwich apprehending five people who were found 
with stolen power tools. 

A brothel was closed down by officers and a 
scheme in Coalpool encouraged residents to report 
criminal behaviour. 

Police response officers, neighbourhood police 
teams, CID, specialised teams, Walsall Housing 
Group, Walsall Area Partnership and Caldmore 
Housing Association were all involved. 

Shoplifters 

The Intrusive team, consisting of nine officers, 
were responsible for arresting over 45 people and 
seized over £14,000 worth of money and suspected 
stolen goods. In Willenhall, officers targeted 
shoplifters and worked with taxi companies encour¬ 
aging them to report suspicious behaviour. 

Funding was also secured to mark property in 
homes with SmartWater, which acts as a burglar 
deterrent. 

Supt Keith Fraser, from Walsall police station, 
said: “I would like to not only thank my officers and 
staff but also our local partners which includes the 
council, fire, NHS, neighbourhood managers and 
social landlords. 

“Officers across Walsall have been working closely 
with our partners to ensure we adopt a joined up 
approach to tackle community concerns.” 

He said police and partners were also tackling 
crime and anti-social behaviour by looking at crime 
prevention projects, local clean-ups and dealing 
with tenancy breaches. 

Mr Fraser added: “It is good to see such a collabo¬ 
rative approach across Walsall.” 

Examination proves 
to be inconclusive 

A post mortem on a father-of-two found dead in his 
Bloxwich flat has come back inconclusive, police say. 

Further tests have now been ordered into the 
death of the man, thought to be Neil Stringer, whose 
body was found in a flat in Lichfield Road on March 
28. West Midlands Police are treating the death as 
“unexplained” but said no-one else was being sought 
in connection with it. 

The 42-year-old man’s body was found at a flat at 
the back of a newsagents, Rani News, in Little 
Bloxwich, at about 8.30am. 

Rakesh Rani, 58, let the flat to divorced Mr 
Stringer last year.

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£90,000 safety boost for accident-plagued road 


An accident-plagued road in Willenhall 
where a teenager died after being run over 
by a skip lorry is to get up to £90,000 of 
improvements. 

Clarkes Lane has seen 18 accidents in the 
last three years - prompting plans for anti¬ 
skid surfacing and pedestrian refuges. Work 
to improve safety will be carried out between 
Stroud Avenue and Walsall Road. 

The improvements will include lines and 
signs being installed. 

The move comes after 16-year-old Tyron 


Allen was killed near the junction of Stroud 
Avenue last August. 

The busy Clarkes Lane merges into 
Sandbeds Road at the junction, and the 
highways improvements comes after calls 
for action. 

The project is earmarked by transport 
chiefs for the next financial year subject to 
securing the necessary cash. It follows a 
review of accident blackspots between 
November 2007 and 2010. 

Willenhall councillor Ian Shires said they 


had been pushing for action along the main 
route in a bid to cut the risk of accidents. 

“It is something that is obviously needed,” 
he said. “Following the fatal accident last 
year we asked for it to be followed up. 

“It is an extremely busy road and there are 
a lot of HGVs that use it. When you go down 
Clarkes Lane it can be extremely difficult for 
pedestrians to cross. “It is long, wide and 
fast road and needs to have some measures 
taken on it.” Teenage cyclist Tyron was just 
days away from getting his GCSE results 


when he died after falling into the path of a 
skip lorry. 

The Coppice Performing Arts School pupil 
was not knocked down by the lorry but fell 
off his bike at the same time it passed him. 

The youngster of Ashmore Park, Wednes- 
field, suffered multiple injuries through 
being hit by the vehicle at the junction of 
Stroud Avenue on August 9. 

Black Country Coroner Robin Balmain 
recorded a verdict of death due to an acci¬ 
dent at his inquest. 


Market 

fakes 

seized 

More than 70 counter¬ 
feit goods worth more 
than £4,500 have been 
seized from a Walsall 
market after a swoop by 
police and council chiefs. 

Fake footwear and 
clothes were recovered 
during a raid on Bescot 
Market following a tip- 
off. 

Household names 
were among the brands 
on display in Bescot 
Crescent. 

The operation was led 
by trading standards offi¬ 
cers, police and brand 
protection representa¬ 
tives. After examination 
of the goods they were 
discovered to be counter¬ 
feit. The swoop at the 
market was carried out 
recently. 

It’s estimated if the 
items had been genuine 
they would have gener¬ 
ated more than £4,550. 

Council chiefs said 
they work alongside 
market operators LSD 
Promotions to rid Bescot 
Market of all counterfeit 
products. 

John Beavon, trading 
standards manager at 
Walsall Council, said: 
“The counterfeit produc¬ 
tion and selling market is 
immense. It is often 
accompanied by far more 
serious criminal activity 
such as drug dealing.”

Cash for arboretum 
revamp may reduce 


Cash needed for the multi-million pound transformation of 
Walsall Arboretum could soon be whittled down to just £80,000. 
Walsall Council had to find £3 million towards a £7.6m revamp 
of the park which started last autumn. 

When a formal application was being developed at the beginning of 
2009 the amount needed from the council was still £l.lm. The project 
was allowed to start by the Heritage Lottery Fund as long as the full 
walsallchronicle@expressandstar.co.uk amount was collected by its 

completion in 2013. 

The council gathered exter¬ 
nal funds to cover the remain¬ 
ing amount over the last two 
years and is putting forward a 
new funding bid to further 
reduce the sum and bring it 
below £100,000. 

Council Leisure chief Chris 
Holliday, said: “We’re awaiting 
the decision on a funding appli¬ 
cation submitted by the Arbore¬ 
tum User Group for £50,000. If 
successful, it will reduce the 
funding gap to £80,000. 

“We’re confident the addi¬ 
tional funding required for the 
scheme will be found over the 
lifetime of the Restoration Pro¬ 
gramme.” 

The revamp of the park is 
taking place over the next few 
years with work on a new 
visitor centre forming a big part 
of the plans. 

Boathouse 

Refurbishment of the band¬ 
stand and boathouse are 
planned along with extensive 
footpath resurfacing and wide¬ 
spread horticultural improve¬ 
ments. 

Boating, canoeing and kayak¬ 
ing are set to be introduced on 
the lake at the arboretum. More 
than 250 trees have been cut 
down for the scheme but council 
chiefs insisting an extra 300 
will be planted. 

The work comes as it emerged 
the popular Walsall Illumina¬ 
tions, held annually at the park, 
will never return after more 
than 50 years in the town. 

Fears over the future of the 
annual lights extravaganza, 
which has not taken place since 
2008, were first raised a year 
ago but council chiefs insisted it 
would be held in the future. 

However, they admit it will 
not return and lights will be 
sold. Instead, parts of the park 
will be lit throughout the year.

Car wash is 
likely to be 
closed down 

A car wash operating without planning per¬ 
mission in Walsall Wood that neighbours 
have complained about, is likely to be closed. 
An enforcement notice was due to be approved 
for the car wash in Salters Road. 

Residents have complained of constant 
spray from pressure washers, noisy vacuum 
cleaners and traffic. Council bosses agreed 
that the “continued annoyance is far in excess 
of that which can be reasonably expected”. 
The planning committee may back an 
enforcement notice. 

Walsall Council launched a crackdown 
earlier this year on unapproved car washes, 
and about a dozen sites are being investi¬ 
gated. The authority is carrying out a 
borough-wide review of car washes that are 
suspected of operating outside the rules. 

David Elsworthy, head of planning and 
building control, said the Walsall Wood car 
wash did not have planning permission. 

“The hand car wash and valeting, including 
the use of pressure washers, vacuum clean¬ 
ers, vehicles waiting and manoeuvring, and 
associated general activities results in noise, 
disturbance and overspray of water,” he said. 

All that affected neighbouring properties, 
he added. 

Mr Elsworthy said: “The owner and occu¬ 
pier of the site have been advised they are 
operating without planning permission. 

“The occupier verbally expressed a will to 
submit a planning application, though offi¬ 
cers advised any planning application is 
unlikely to be supported.” 

He explained the car wash meant the use of 
washers and machinery very close to flats 
above the shops, and a garden next door. 

“The use is a continued annoyance for 
nearby residents, far in excess of that which 
can be reasonably expected,” he added. 

Owners of the car wash could not be con¬ 
tacted for comment. At a peak in 2009, more 
than 25 car washes were investigated.

Homeserve has revealed its bold plans to add mil¬ 
lions of new customers to its books and boost the 
Walsall firm across the Atlantic. 

The town’s biggest private employer, which spe¬ 
cialises in home emergency insurance, said it 
wanted to make it big in the US, increasing its 
number of policies there by 70 per cent. 

The company, which employs 1,600 in Walsall, 
said it was expecting another year of strong profits 
growth as its expansion both home and abroad con¬ 
tinues. 

But a question mark still hangs over its plans for 
the future in the borough after plans to expand the 
Green Lane base and create jobs were put on ice.

Mini-retail park 
plans shot down 

Plans to create a mini-retail park on the outskirts 
of Walsall town centre have been thrown out amid 
concerns the scheme would clash with multi-million 
pound regeneration plans. 

Walsall Council has rejected proposals for the 
shopping complex near the Arboretum junction, 
fearing it would compromise the £400 million Giga- 
port scheme. 

A mix of shops and food outlets was suggested for 
the site of a former petrol station in Ward Street, to 
revive the area. 

The scheme for retail units was put forward by 
West Midlands Starfish Group. But after months of 
consideration the council has rejected the proposals, 
citing the impact on other shops and overall regen¬ 
eration plans. 

Walsall Planning chief David Elsworthy, said: 
“The application site is within the boundary of the 
approved Walsall Gigaport regeneration initiative. 

“The proposals would not be compliant with, and 
would compromise, the deliverability of the office 
floorspace proposals in Gigaport and the borough 
generally. He added: “There is no local unmet need 
and as such the proposal would cause harm to the 
vitality and viability of local shopping facilities 
within easy walking distance of residents.” 

The Gigaport project aims to create a business cor¬ 
ridor in the town centre drawing in big name compa¬ 
nies. New Walsall Housing Group offices are being 
built in Littleton Street as part of the ambitious 
scheme. The Wisemore Campus and new-look Tesco 
store already play a prominent part in the town’s 
regeneration aims.

Hotspot 
for theft 
of trucks 

Walsall has become a national 
blackspot for lorry thefts, police 
revealed, with criminals targeting 
HGVs, livestock trailers and skip 
vans and then stripping them for 
valuable parts. 

The rising cost of scrap metal has 
resulted in an increase in thefts of 
large good vehicles across the borough 
in March. 

Compared to just one theft for the 
whole of January and February com¬ 
bined, Walsall and nearby Wednes- 
bury have experienced six attacks in 
the last four weeks. 

Specialist police officers said older, 
more unusual vehicles were being tar¬ 
geted by the thieves. 

Truckpol, a nationwide police and 
industry intelligence unit, branded 
Walsall a “hotspot” for the crimes. In 
January and February, there was only 
one large good vehicle theft in the 
borough - a concrete mixer in 
Leamore Lane. 

But on March 1, an N-reg Mercedes 
truck was stolen in Revival Street, 
Bloxwich, followed by a livestock lorry 
in Winterley Lane, Rushall, on the 
2nd. 

A HGV was taken on March 4 from 
Coppice Side, Brownhills, followed by 
another livestock lorry on March 7 
from Lichfield Road, Brownhills. 

On March 11, a Mercedes box van 
was taken from Billport Lane in 
nearby Wednesbury followed by a skip 
lorry from Northgate Way in Aldridge 
on the 13th. 

Truckpol Det Sgt Sue Coutts said 
most of the vehicles targeted were 
older models from between 1992 and 
2000 . 

Anyone with information can 
contact Det Sgt Coutts on 02476 
826246. 
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A betting shop in the Black 
Country was shut following a drugs 
raid. One woman was arrested when 
police swooped on the Coral branch 
in Bradford Street, Walsall. 

The 45-year-old was arrested on 
suspicion of being concerned in the 
supply of drugs and bailed pending 
further inquiries. 

Police have served the bookmakers 
with a closure notice under the Anti-

Dog fines

due a lack of support. Walsall Council 
was proposing to make it a criminal 
offence if people failed to keep dogs 
on leads and was also considering 
limiting the number of dogs a person 
could take into a park. But the tough 
“dog control orders” scheme has now

process. Graham Hood, Walsall 
Council head of green spaces, said: 
“In order to obtain the necessary dog 
control orders the council would need 
to indicate considerable support for 
the proposed changes. The consulta¬ 
tion indicated there was not suffi¬ 
cient support.” 


Gallery 
is facing 
cash cut 

Arts groups across the West Mid¬ 
lands, including The New Art Gallery 
Walsall, are facing millions of pounds 
of funding cuts. 

Arts Council England unveiled its 
funding plan for the next four years 
which will see arts organisations in 
the Black Country receiving 
£4.3million from April 2012. 

The quango has been ordered to cut 
£457m over four years nationally. 
Walsall’s New Art Gallery will lose out 
as funding falls from £941,362 this 
year to £876,408 in 2011/12 before 
rising to £919,876 again three years 
later. 

Its director Stephen Snoddy said it 
was an endorsement in the gallery 
that it had received cash when times 
were so hard nationally. 

The Arts Council’s report into the 
gallery reads: “The applicant’s 
engagement figures have been 
increasing steadily over the years and 
the proposed programme provides 
evidence that this level of engage¬ 
ment will be maintained and contin¬ 
ued through new initiatives 
increasing active participation with 
community groups, young people and 
visually impaired audiences.” 

Wolverhampton’s Arena Theatre 
will experience a £4,000 cut this year 
taking it to £48,852 before its funding 
soars to £114,862 by 2015. West 
Bromwich-based Black Country 
Touring, which brings in touring 
theatre groups, will also get more 
money, going up from £102,670 in 
2011/12 to £149,761 three years later. 

Town mayor 
is up for hire 

The Mayor of Walsall is offering his 
time as part of a fundraising event to 
collect cash for his chosen charities. 

Councillor Gary Clarke has joined 
with Addison O’Hare solicitors to 
stage a fun event to boost funds for his 
charity appeal for Walsall Hospice 
and disadvantaged children. 

Mayor for Hire gives people the 
opportunity to make a bid to buy an 
hour or so of the mayor’s time — for a 
minimum pledge of £25 - and he has 
set aside May 10 to carry out the 
winning requests. 

All requests will be considered by a 
judging panel and there are just 
under two weeks left for bids to be 
submitted. 

Councillor Clarke said: “I wanted to 
end my term on a real high.”

He said: “You will be the first 
generation of students to 
undertake a specialist educa¬ 
tion in science and engineering. 

“This is going to be very 
unique and very different. 

“This is not just exciting for 
Walsall, but exciting for the 
Black Country and Stafford¬ 
shire.”

Visitors were taken on a 
virtual tour of the college before 
parents were invited to a 
buffet, and future students 
taken through basic engineer¬ 
ing activities to give them a 
taste of what they will be learn¬ 
ing. 

Tiffany Sankey, aged 14, of 
Delves, Walsall, said: “I decided 
to go to the UTC because it 
seems really fun working with 
engineering and cameras. I’m 
excited about starting.” 

Sam Jones, 15, of Aldridge, 
said: “I want to do something 
like design, and thinking of 
ideas for things. I just like 
designing stuff.” 

Parents Ian, 37, and Nicola 
Noakes, 34, of Mossley, were 
there to see what the college 
would be like for son, Jonathan, 
15, who attends Sneyd School 
which will become UTC. 

Ian said: “He doesn’t really 
know what he wants to do, but 
he knows it’s something in the 
field of IT and design. We are 
impressed by what we have 
seen so far. Jonathan is excited 
about it but it also gets him a bit 
nervous.” 


A change

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Postcode lottery on fitness 


Obese men are being excluded 
from flab-fighting classes across 
Walsall because of a postcode 
lottery, it has been claimed. 

Overweight adults from 
various parts of the borough are 
not able to qualify for the Fit for 
a Fiver health initiative which is 
being run at Walsall Council 
leisure centres. 

The Fit For A Fiver gym mem¬ 
bership scheme is targeted at 


men aged over 40. But residents 
in areas such as WS9 in Walsall 
Wood are unable to take advan¬ 
tage. 

This is despite Oak Park 
Leisure Centre being part of the 
initiative. 

Other areas not listed as eligi¬ 
ble include Aldridge. 

Council chiefs insist the 
scheme has been successful and 
the areas highlighted for the 


offer are to tackle low levels of 
physical activity. 

Aldridge North and Walsall 
Wood councillor Mike Flower 
said: “It should be done on case- 
by-case basis rather than on post 
code. 

“It is a bit of a postal lottery. 

Councillor Flower added: “This 
scheme has made progress but 
there needs to be a fairer scheme 
in the future.” 


Homes getting smart 


Homes in Darlaston have been 
fitted with a high-tech security solu¬ 
tion which aims to deter would-be 
burglars. 

Local police across Darlaston, 
Rough Hay and Moxley have been vis¬ 
iting residents and marking their 
property with the innovative Smart- 
Water.

Sgt Jackie Nicholson, of Darlaston 
police station, said: “Officers across 
Darlaston have been visiting resi¬ 
dents and fitting their property with 
Smartwater. 

“The colourless liquid can be 
daubed on to valuables including lead 
flashing and metal. Once fitted, it 
cannot be removed. 

“We will be checking all found prop¬ 
erty including metal and lead,” Sgt 
Nicholson added.

Traders say parking 
fees hitting custom 


Businesses in Walsall are fearing for their future after claim¬ 
ing the introduction of on-street parking fees has left them hun¬ 
dreds of pounds down. 

Shopkeepers are calling for a 30-minute parking amnesty to keep 
customers, with some saying they are now up to £400 a week out of 
pocket. Spaces in Ablewell Street now regularly stand empty, busi¬ 
nesses claim, as drivers are reluctant to pay the 20p per 10 minute 
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manager of N E Sandwich on 
the outskirts of the town 
centre, says he has been badly 
hit as much of his trade comes 
from drivers stopping off. 

“We used to get between 20- 
30 customers in cars a day,” he 
said. “Now we see about 10. 
There is not much passing 
trade and we do rely on people 
from outside the walking dis¬ 
tance of the town centre. 

“If trade carries on like this 
we will have to consider what 
we are going to do. I have been 
here 11 years and never known 
it this bad. What is wrong with 
30 minutes free parking, 
common sense should prevail.” 

Namead Khan, of News & 
Booze, said takings were down 
at his shop by between £350- 
400 a week since the start of 
March. 


Conman in 
gun threat 
to buy PC 

A terrified uncle with a small child was 
ordered to pay £200 for a non-existant com¬ 
puter by a conman who warned he had a gun 
and threatened to take the little boy if the sale 
did not go through, a court heard. 

Mohammed Azad was in Walsall town 
centre with his nephew when conman 
Anthony Parkes struck even following him 
around one of the town’s shopping centres, the 
court heard. 

He used “over-zealous sales techniques” for 
more than an hour to try to force the victim 
into buying the “computer” that was really 
just a box filled with stones, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. 

Parkes, aged 43, who had previous convic¬ 
tions for dishonesty, tailed Mr Azad round the 
Old Square shopping centre and even fol¬ 
lowed the victim and child when they climbed 
into their parked car, the court heard. 

Mr John Edwards, prosecuting, said: “He 
threatened him saying he had got a gun and 
warned: ‘Don’t mess me about or I will shoot 
you.’ He then said that the next time it would 
be a bomb.” 

Parkes even suggested he might snatch the 
boy, the court heard. 

He then forced Mr Azad to drive to a cash¬ 
point to withdraw money but the victim 
managed to alert a Peso. 

Mr Gurdeep Garcha, defending Parkes, 
from Geach Tower, Uxbridge Street, Birming¬ 
ham, said: “He fully accepts what went on. He 
has made a criminal career out of being a 
conman and was trying to pass off stones and 
bricks as a computer but went far too far.” 

Parkes admitted the attempted robbery on 
September 11 and was handed a jail sentence 
for three years. 

Judge Amjad Nawaz told him: “It started 
out as a con but turned into something more 
unpleasant.” 


Empty 


The 24-year-old manager 
said: “People don’t want to 
come in here and have to pay 
for 20p. 

“When it was free parking 
there were always people in 
and out the shop, a lot of the 
time we are now empty. We are 
worried it could eventually 
force us to close.” 

Sash Reza, who runs the 
Piccolo Cafe in nearby Goodall 
Street, added: “The customers 
are not happy and we are defi¬ 
nitely getting less people. We 
are at least £20-30 down a day.” 

But Paul Leighton, group 
leader for traffic management 
at the council, said: “Traders 
have previously complained 
about the lack of parking in 
Ablewell Street for customers, 
deliveries and their personal 
parking. 

“The council is trying to 
manage these competing 
demands and feels the current 
arrangements deliver the 
maximum wider benefit, 
whilst also contributing to the 
cost of providing and maintain¬ 
ing parking facilities.”

Now she is keen to pass on her skills 
to those who struggle to give that 
special finishing touch to a gift. 

Neelam, who lives in Rosemary

Bulldozing 
centre cost 
is £200,000 

The cost of bulldozing Willenhall’s axed leisure 
centre will be around £200,000. 

Campaigners have hit out at the figure and said 
the cash could have been used to keep Willenhall 
Leisure Centre open instead. 

The Bath Street building closed in August after 
being identified as one of the borough’s least used 
and most costly centres. 

It will now be flattened and the land sold off, with 
cash from the sale being pumped back into the 
regeneration of Willenhall. 

Councillor Ian Shires, representative for Willen¬ 
hall North, said: “The money could have been used 
to explore opportunities for the future of the build¬ 
ing. 

“There may have been chances to look at business 
growth and some of these may have been cheaper 
than just knocking it down. It’s premature. 

“The council does need to take a more measured 
look at how it deals with empty public assets, rather 
than taking the first easy option which is to dispose 
of an asset like the leisure centre.” 

But council bosses defended the decision and said 
taxpayers were shelling out more than the demoli¬ 
tion costs to keep the centre open for a year. 

Chris Holliday, head of leisure and community 
health, said: “In 2009/10 Willenhall Leisure Centre 
cost taxpayers £456,700 a year to operate while gen¬ 
erating an annual income of £178,725. 

“This therefore means the borough’s taxpayers 
were subsidising the leisure centre to the cost of 
£277,975 per year.” Mr Holliday said despite 
changes to the programme and staffing at the centre 
in April last year, it has still be forecast to cost the 
council £223,000 per year. 


Fresh appeal on 
phone robberies 

Police in Walsall are reappealing for information 
following two violent mobile phone robberies. 

Both took place on March 15 but officers do not 
believe they are linked. 

The first took place at 5pm in Alumwell Road, 
Alumwell. A 16-year-old boy was approached by four 
Asian men in a silver Audi A6. One of the passengers 
got out and asked for his mobile, when he refused, 
the other three got out and assaulted him, before 
taking his iPhone and driving off. 

The main attacker was aged 20 to 25, 5ft 6in tall 
with a gold tooth. 

The second robbery took place at 10.25pm in 
Arundel Street, Caldmore. A 19-year-old man was 
approached from behind by two men who held a six- 
inch knife to his throat, before stealing his Black- 
Berry phone. One attacker was an Asian male, in his 
20s, around 5ft llin, skinny, and wearing a black 
hoody and a grey scarf across his face and black 
tracksuit bottoms with white stripes. 

The second was a mixed-race man in his late 20s, 
around 5ft 9in and wearing a dark grey hoody and 
bottoms.

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Mystery 
of man in 
flat death 

A man has been found dead at a flat 
at the back of a newsagents in 
Bloxwich in “unexplained” circum¬ 
stances, prompting a police investiga¬ 
tion. 

The 42-year-old man was found 
dead in the flat, at the back of Rani 
News newsagents, Lichfield Road, 
Little Bloxwich, at about 8.30am on 
March 29. Police cordoned off the area 
while they spoke to neighbours, and 
the newsagent’s was closed for the 
day. 

The death of the man, thought to be 
father-of-two Neil Stringer, is being 
described by police as “unexplained” 
as officers await the results of a post¬ 
mortem. 

Rakesh Rani, aged 58, runs the 
newsagents with his wife, Hamesh, 
also 58, and started letting the flat to 
Mr Stringer last year, having known 
him for 15 years. 

Mr Rani, who took over the shop in 
1991, met Mr Stringer when he 
started coming into the shop, and let 
him stay in the flat after he was 
divorced. 

He said he usually saw him daily, 
and became suspicious when he did 
not see him over the weekend. He 
checked and found his body. 

This afternoon acting Det Ch Insp 
Darren Crutchley said: “The death is 
still being treated an unexplained and 
we are waiting the results of a forensic 
post mortem and toxicology reports. 
Nobody else is being sought in connec¬ 
tion with the death.” 

24 arrests in 
drug swoop

The arrests follow raids across the 
borough as police tackle those who 
create misery on the borough’s 
streets.

Mother-of-three died 
from complications 


A mother-of-three died of complications 
weeks after losing her unborn baby at Walsall 
Manor Hospital, an inquest heard. 

Louisa Cattell was eight days overdue when she 
had a stillborn baby on January 19, 2009 at the 
hospital. Walsall Coroner’s Court was told last 
week that 32-year-old Miss Cattell, of Awlmakers 
Grove, Leamore, was sent home but readmitted 
hours later with abdominal pain. 

She was diagnosed with septicaemia and a fungal 
infection and associated conditions that resulted in organ 
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Care home 
failed to 
train staff 

A Bloxwich care home admitted failing 
to train its employees after an elderly 
woman died due to falling from a sling. 

Bupa Care Homes now faces a fine of up 
to £20,000 after pleading guilty to the 
charge brought by the Health and Safety 
Executive at Walsall Magistrates’ Court 
last week. 

Irene Evans, aged 91, suffered a five- 
inch gash across her scalp after falling 
from the hoist at Parklands Court Nursing 
Home in January 2007. She died 10 days 
later and the jury at her inquest concluded 
she died as a result of an accident. 

Mr Bernard Thorogood, prosecuting for 
the HSE, said: “The case has as its 
unhappy heart the death of an elderly lady. 
She fell from a sling because it was not 
properly adjusted. Although the sling had 
arrived not long before — days rather than 
weeks — it had not been considered in terms 
of its detailed instructions. 

“The staff who did move her for a few 
days did so on the assumption it was the 
same as her previous sling.” 

Mr John Cooper, representing Bupa, 
spoke only to enter the guilty plea. The case 
was adjourned for sentencing, which will 
be carried out at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court on April 27. 

Mrs Evans’s family were present in court 
for the case, and grand-daughter Helen 
Baggott, 45, said afterwards: ‘We are just 
relieved with the guilty plea. 

“It seems we have been waiting for such 
a long time, and then it’s just done so 
quickly.” In coming to its verdict on Mrs 
Evans’s death, the jury at her inquest in 
December 2009 had cited a “lack of ade¬ 
quate training procedures”. 


Her pregnancy had been 
treated as “high risk” after a 
previous miscarriage and an 
emergency caesarean to deliver 
her third child Natasha 
Fitzgerald, four. 

The inquest heard the foetus 
had not been growing properly 
after 35 weeks and the hospital 
could have intervened on a 
number of occasions. 

Miss Cattell, who was also 
mother to Nathan Fitgerald, 11 
and Daniel Fitzgerald, nine, 
was seen by a junior doctor on 
January 13, 2009, but growth 
records were not consulted. 

Giving evidence, Professor 
Christopher Balogun-Lynch, 
consultant obstetrician and 
gynaecologist surgeon, said if 
the impaired growth had been 
raised as an issue, Miss Cattell 
would have been admitted to 
hospital immediately to have 
the baby. 

Foetus 

Coroner Robin Balmain said 
Miss Cattell died as a result of 
complications arising from the 
still birth. 

He said: “Before Christmas 
and certainly by December 23, 
2008 it was clear the foetus was 
not developing as expected. 

“On January 13, 2009, there 
was an opportunity to inter¬ 
vene. Miss Cattell was seen by 
a junior doctor and she referred 
matters to a registrar. 

“At that stage the records, in 
particular the growth records, 
were not consulted.” 

An investigation was carried 
out by the hospital following 
Miss Cattell’s death and an 
apology was issued to her 
family. 

Her father Mick Cattell, 60, 
of Foster Street, said: “We don’t 
know if things would have been 
different but more checks 
should have been carried out.”

Bosses behind two new multi¬ 
million pound superstores in Walsall 
town centre are being urged to get 
building as soon as possible to revive 
flagging trade. 

Work on Co-op and Primark could start 
in 12 months’ time as part of the £21 
million overhaul of the Old Square Shop¬ 
ping Centre. 

Bosses said they were asked to move as 
quickly as possible to revive trade after Tesco 
left the complex. It also emerged that the Old 
Square has future plans to bring in other 
stores as well as cafes, restaurants and offices. 

Planning applications for Primark and Co¬ 
op stores, creating 160 jobs, are set to go in 
next month and the stores hope to open by the 
end of 2013 after construction starts in March 
2012. 

Potential 

Architect James Skaines, of Newark firm 
Benoy, said views of the public would be con¬ 
sidered before plans went in. He said: “The 
developer is looking at other potential tenants 
and considering options. 

“It will create a new part of Walsall which 
before was in decline. Most people are asking 
how quick can you get it done.” 

David Graham, of Indigo Planning, added: 
“Tesco brought a lot of people here, but it has 
now relocated. Hopefully Primark will do the 
same which can only be a good thing for the 
retailers around here.” 

Primark is to move into a 30,000 sq ft store, 
with the entrance in Digbeth. The Co-op will 
move to a store to be built on the former Tesco 
site on The Bridge. 

It will be phase one of a£21 million revamp 
of the shopping centre. Further phases, to 
bring in other retailers and businesses such as 
cafes, restaurants and offices, are already 
being considered. 

Consultation events were held in the Old 
Square on Friday and Saturday asking 
traders and shoppers for views. Mother-of-one 
Zoe Smith, aged 22, of Tantarra Street, 
Walsall, said: “I’m looking forward to Primark 
opening. It’s hard to keep travelling to get to 
the one in Wolverhampton. 

“There will be lots of new jobs for people as 
well. I would like to see toy shops and maybe 
a cinema here too, some leisure activities for 
the kids.”

Teresa Whitehouse, Leandra Ewen, Sharon Don¬ 
aldson and Emma Edwards, from The Manor 
Women’s Project, were presented with the Walsall 
Adult and Community College- learning in the com¬ 
munity award, at the Walsall Lifelong Learning 
Alliance ceremony.

“Before coming to the unit I 
was leading a horrible lifestyle and I honestly 
believe if I’d of carried on I would have ended up dead 
or in prison.” 

Alison Cattell, director of the Manor Project, said: 
“We are so proud of our girls, substance misuse is a 
massive problem in the world but we are proving 
here at the Manor Project time and time again that 
with the right help and support people can beat their 
drug habit for life.” 


Fire tragedy family say 
thanks to neighbours

The devastated family of a man killed in 
a house fire in Walsall have thanked the 
neighbours who desperately tried to help 
on the day of the blaze. 

Relatives of 46-year-old Carlos Vilela, said 
without the efforts of residents, other people 
may not have survived. 

The senior police officer in the case said it had 
been a “difficult investigation” that had deeply 
affected family members, the wider community and 
even his own officers who have been carrying out 
inquiries into the tragedy. 

Detective Inspector Andy Hawkins, from Walsall 
police, said: “This tragic event has clearly devas¬ 
tated the family, and has had a significant effect on 
the community around them. 

“This has been a difficult investigation and none 
of us can fail to be moved by these events. 

“The family, at this early stage, would like to 
thank all of the emergency services and their neigh¬ 
bours for all their help and support. I would like to 
join the family, by extending my personal thanks, in 
particular, to those public-spirited neighbours, who 
stepped forward and helped save lives.” 

A 21-year-old woman who suffered smoke inhala¬ 
tion has been discharged from hospital. Neighbours 
rallied round at the time of the fire, after hearing 
screams and breaking glass. 

Georgina Furtado Vilela, aged 45, has been 
charged with murder and arson recklessly endan¬ 
gering life in relation to four people in the house and 
nine others in Pleck Road. Originally from Guinea 
Bissau, west Africa, she appeared at Walsall Magis¬ 
trates Court last week and was remanded in custody. 

Three other people, who cannot be identified for 
legal reasons, were also hurt. Two are in hospital.

It is only two 
traders so it is not really a market but it is 
a continuation of trade. 

“It is a big pity about the market going 
but we are happy we can continue to trade 
and support the people of Darlaston.” 

Darlaston Market was at the heart of 
the district for 40 years. 


It emerged last winter it faced the axe 
and stallholders were offered alternative 
pitches. 

Council chiefs said they had been in 
talks with private operators but nobody 
had come forward to take on running the 
stalls. 

Bosses revealed income from the 
market had fallen by 12 per cent on the 
last year and it is only expected to bring in 
£7,000 by the end of the year.

Family in tribute 
to smiling baby TJ 


The heartbroken family 
of a two-year-old Darlas¬ 
ton boy who had been 
poorly since birth has paid 
tribute to the youngster 
they have described as 
always happy with a 
beaming smile. 

Terence Jeffrey Smith, 
known as TJ, died on March 3 
at Birmingham Children’s 
Hospital following a battle 
with illness. 

His mother Kayleigh Garring- 
ton, aged 25, of Crawford Avenue, 
Rough Hay said despite being a 
quadriplegic, registered deaf and 
blind, and suffering from 
epilepsy, TJ’s smile had lit up 
their lives. 

TJ fell ill shortly after birth in 
August 2008 with breathing dif¬ 
ficulties and was later diagnosed 
with meningitis which left him 
with a catalogue of health prob¬ 
lems. 

He was named after his grand¬ 
father Jeffrey Terence Garring- 
ton, who died two weeks before

TJ was born. Miss Garrington 
said: “Just to have had TJ with us 
for almost three years has been a 
blessing because we could have 
lost him earlier with all the prob¬ 
lems he had. We’ll miss him ter¬ 
ribly. 

“Because he was disabled our 
lives revolved round his care and 
the many appointments he had to 
attend. 

‘We had to make sure he had 
his exercise and stretching ses¬ 


sions to help stimulate him. And 
he was in and out of hospital a lot. 

“He was always happy. We 
never knew what he was smiling 
and laughing at, but he never 
moaned once.” 

He died just days after the 
family, who attend the town’s St 
Lawrence’s Church, was told he 
had qualified for hearing 
implants to improve his quality 
of life. 

The youngster was taken into 
Manor Hospital after suffering a 
fit and was transferred to Birm¬ 
ingham Children’s Hospital, but 
his condition deteriorated and he 
suffered liver failure despite 
efforts of the staff to save him. 

An inquest is due to be held. 

TJ also leaves dad Chris 
Smith, 25, sisters Abbie-Louise, 
six, Jamieleigh, three, grand¬ 
mother Heather Garrington, 46, 
and other relatives. Twelve 
months ago his great-grandfa¬ 
ther Norman Townsend died, 76. 

The funeral was held at St 
Lawrence’s, Church Street, last 
Wednesday. 

It was due to be led by lay 
reader Keith Miller.

Speed cut 

Moves to cut the speed limit along a 
main Walsall route hit by a series of acci¬ 
dents could be scuppered by objections. 

A 30mph restriction has been proposed 
along Sutton Road instead of the current 
40mph limit. 

But complaints have been lodged about 
the plan for the busy route between 
Walsall and Pheasey. A Watchman sign 
which flashes up drivers’ registration 
numbers when caught speeding is still 
being installed near to Longwood Lane 
although it is yet to be switched on. 

If objections remain, the plan will need 
to be debated at a formal meeting. 

Glyn Oliver, service manager for engi¬ 
neering and transportation at Walsall 


Council said: “The advertised traffic regu¬ 
lation orders for the speed reductions have 
received a small number of objections. 

“We are attempting to resolve the objec¬ 
tions but if these are not withdrawn we 
will have to report to the relevant commit¬ 
tee for determination. 

“We are still waiting for the connection 
of the electricity supply by E.ON to the 
Watchman sign. 

Roads across the borough have been 
earmarked for lower speeds to improve 
safety following a review by council chiefs. 

Norton Road, Pelsall is expected to be 
dropped from the national speed limit to 
40mph. It is also hoped to cut speeds on 
stretches of Wolverhampton Road 


between the M6 and the town centre, and 
Bosty Lane, Aldridge by reducing the 
40mph limit to 30mph. 

Residents in Sutton Road have long 
campaigned for a lower speed limit after a 
series of accidents. 

The Watchman will be the fifth sign 
introduced by Walsall Council, which is 
one of the few authorities in the UK pio¬ 
neering the technology. 

A sensor placed on a pole detects drivers’ 
speed limits, and anyone going too fast has 
their registration number displayed on a 
sign by the roadside. 

Following their introduction along the 
Broadway it led to nearby speed cameras 
being activated 73 per cent less.

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Boer War artwork is 
donated to museum

Artwork thought to have been crafted 
from a military uniform during the second 
Boer War has been handed over to the 
Staffordshire Regiment Museum. 

Walsall grandmother June Miller gave the 
artefact to the Lichfield museum last week. It 
is thought to have been made as a greeting 
card by her great-grandfather Simeon 
Williams. 

He served in the First Battalion South Stafford¬ 
shire Regiment during the war fought in South 
Africa between 1899 and 1902. Ms Miller, aged 61, of 
Sutton Road, acquired the artefact more than 30 
years ago after the death of her grandmother 
Tabitha Williams, who lived in Leamore. 

The artwork bears two union flags, the dates of the 
second Boer War and an inscribed message, which 
also says it is made from the soldier’s “tattered” and 
“worn” khaki drill coat. 

Staff at the museum, based next to the Whitting¬ 
ton Barracks, said it was the first piece of art they 
had seen from the second Boer War - which was 
fought between Dutch-speaking settlers and sol¬ 
diers from the British Empire. 

Ms Miller said: “My grandmother died in 1975 and 
I found it in her belongings. It was folded up inside 
a box. I was talking about it with a friend and he 
thought the museum would be interested in having 
it.” She added she never knew her great-grandfa¬ 
ther. Assistant curator Willie Turner said it was an 
interesting addition for the museum.

Arboretum boating to 
be back in two years 


walsallchronicle@expressandstar.co.uk 
Boating, canoeing and kayaking are set 
to be introduced on the lake at Walsall 
Arboretum within two years, council 
bosses say. 

They said groups would be able to pre-book 
sessions on the 13-metre deep lake under the 
supervision of instructors from the council’s 
sports and leisure department. 

It will be the first time such activities have taken 
place at the site since the 1996 death of 15-year-old 
Surinder Singh Somal, who suffered heart failure 
after falling into the icy water when the boat he was 
in flipped over. 

Walsall Council said bringing watersports back to 
the Arboretum would complement the activities 
already taking place at Sneyd Reservoir in 
Bloxwich. 

The new activities are set to come into force at the 
Arboretum in early to mid 2013 as part of the £7.5 
million revamp of the park. 

Broaden 

Chris Holliday, head of leisure and community 
health, said: “The council already operates a water- 
sports facility at Sneyd Reservoir specialising in the 
provision of sailing for individuals with special 
needs. Our intention has always been to broaden 
their sailing opportunities and using the Hatherton 
Lake in the Arboretum will give us this opportunity. 

“We will be looking into the possibility of allowing 
pre-booked organised groups to use the lake under 
the supervision of sport and leisure’s outdoor educa¬ 
tion service. 

‘Work to transform the park with the help of a her¬ 
itage lottery fund grant is in the very early stages 
with the overall project not due to be completed until 
early/mid 2013. 

“Bringing the lake into use for watersports is 
something we are looking at introducing alongside 
this project and we will be working to the same 
timescales.” 

The return of boating and summer cruises and the 
introduction of watersports will coincide with the 
restoration of the landmark Grade Il-listed boat¬ 
house. Council bosses are considering putting 
changing rooms in the new visitors centre to cater for 
the activities. 

The Arboretum revamp includes new trees and 
extensive repairs. The bandstand is to be restored, 
the Lakeside cafeteria is being converted into a 
shelter and the former lido cafeteria into a clubhouse 
for the ladies bowls club. More than 250 trees have 
now been cut down at the park ahead of the multi¬ 
million pound transformation.

The first herbaceous 
plants of the summer 



GARDENING WITH 
PAT EDWARDS 


My herbaceous plants are growing fast 
now, and it is time to prepare them for the 
summer, when they may well fall over if I 
do not give some of them a bit of support. 

My own method is to put hazel sticks in by 
the taller things, so that they are there if a gale 
comes, just to keep them upright. 

They do look a bit obvious for a little while, but 
soon the herbaceous plants grow up and hide them. 

For big borders, such as at National Trust 
gardens, the usual method is to stretch pig netting 


right across the border about now onto posts about 
two feet high, so that the new growths grow through 
them. 

This is a fool proof idea, and the netting lasts well 
until the end of the season, when the whole lot is cut 
down. 

On a very small scale some people put a cane by 
each plant and tie them up separately. 

The first plants to flower in a general border are 
the lupins, which are so bright in colour. They flower 
in all colours, some “self’s” which are all one shade; 
others have standard petals of one colour and the 
lower part a contrasting shade. 

Finished 

It is best to plant them back a little, so that when 
they have finished some later plant can grow up in 
front of them to hide the remains, although the 
leaves are pretty shapes, so they do not look bad, and 
some will flower again later on. 

After the lupins there is a plethora of herbaceous 


plants to follow. Thalictrum is a lovely plant, as the 
leaves are so enticing, being greyish green to form a 
contrast for the yellow flowers. 

Phlox comes in many colours, the tall douglasii or 
paniculata types in white, cerise or mauve are good 
for the back of a border, and the smaller types, such 
as divaricata are ideal for the front. 

Towards the end of the summer there is a huge 
variety of daisy-like flowers to choose from. Heleni- 
ums will soon make a big clump of oranges and 
gingers, or rudbeckias will end the summer with an 
accolade of bright yellow. 

For really tall things at the back of the border try 
cephalaria gigantia, a high yellow scabious. Or 
some hollyhocks, a packet of seeds will provide 
double or single ones in all different colours. 

At the front there are many plants to choose from, 
which have the advantage of not needing any stakes 
or support. 

Geums or potentillas have pretty little flowers 
and clumps of saxifrage look good at the front.

Boost for town and city misers 


Now what can I add to that after a recent road test? Not 
a lot,.which saves me. some work! But briefly .... there’s a 
new 998cc, three-cylinder engine with COZ emissions of 
99g/km in the car, now called the il 0 Blue. 

It has 68bhp and a claimed combined fuel consumption 
of 67.3mpg - and I did get pretty close to that. 

Ride-wise it is fine around town, struggles a little on 
country roads but does a quite adequate job, and is no 
way suitable for long motorway hauls - but OK for short 
trips. Controls are light, you get good visibility and the 
gearbox is smooth and easy to operate. Its baby-sized 
footprint also means it is so easy to park. 

So all that pretty much sums it up as a city car which can

go that extra bit when needed. 

You do get Intelligent Stop and Go, low rolling resistance 
tyres, an alternator management system and a gear-shift 
indicator which all help to keep trips to the petrol station 
down. 

Where you realise the car is “cheap” is the standard of 
finish inside and items that we have come to expect higher 
up the market - such as no remote for the central locking, 
now that was a step back in time. Having said that the 
plastic trim is fine for the money. 

Boot 

You can get four people in without any squashing but 
don’t expect to carry much in the boot except school and 
supermarket bags. 

Hyundai has also put its latest 1,248cc four-cylinder 
petrol unit into the il 0. That has 85bhp to give you a tad 
more oomph, 105g/km emissions and combined mpg of

Boss Dean Smith has committed his 
future to Walsall by signing a new two- 
year deal. 

The manager has breathed fresh life into the 
Saddlers after succeeding Chris Hutchings in 
January when the club were eight points adrift 
of the safety line and rock bottom of League 
One. 

He has impressed in his 18 games in charge, losing 
just five, drawing eight and winning five to leave the 
Saddlers fourth bottom, a point behind Dagenham. 

Smith stepped up from head of youth to initially 
take charge until the end of the season — beating 90 
applicants - but the team’s form has convinced the 
board to offer him longer terms. 

“It is an honour to be given the job on a full-time 
basis,” said the boss, who captained and made 166 
appearances for the Saddlers. 

Fantastic 

“This is a fantastic opportunity for me personally 
at a club very close to my heart. I am fully-focused on 
the immediate task at hand of avoiding the drop and 
now that my future has been resolved I can start to 
plan for the long term. 

“This is an exciting challenge which I’m relishing. 

I wasn’t sure about it when I first came on board but 
I’ve really enjoyed it. I had a response from the 
players and staff, they’ve been brilliant. If I didn’t 
get that enjoyment then we wouldn’t be here.” 

The Saddlers didn’t play Saturday — as original 
opponents Brentford were facing Carlisle in the 
Johnstone’s Paint Trophy final on Sunday - but 
travel to rock bottom Plymouth this Saturday. 

And, ahead of the final seven games of the season, 
the Walsall board felt the club needed stability to 
help them survive. 

“The impact Dean has had since stepping up to 
first-team level is clear for all to see,” said chief exec¬ 
utive Stefan Gamble. 

“Performances and, crucially, results have 
improved dramatically and we have given ourselves 
a real chance of avoiding relegation, something that 
was almost unthinkable at the turn of the year. 

“We also felt that the time was right to bring sta¬ 
bility to the club, in terms of managerial personnel, 
as we enter the most decisive phase of the season.” 

Walsall lucky with Ledesma

Dean Smith says Walsall “got lucky” 
when they snapped up Argentine ace 
Emmanuel Ledesma. 

The 22-year-old has played a major 
part in the Saddlers’ survival bid as they 
fight the drop from League One. Smith’s 
scouts spotted him playing for Brighton 
reserves in January and when the Seag¬ 
ulls didn’t offer him a deal he swooped to 
sign the attacker until the end of the 
season. 

And, despite his exhaustive searches 
for new talent, Smith’s most exciting 
signing was by chance. 

“The Ledesma signing was a lucky one 
really,” he said. “We had someone out 
there watching the game and he turned 
up. An agent’s phone call coincided with 
his name being put on my desk so we 
invited him in. He’s done fantastically 
well. 

‘We’ve covered a lot of miles watching 
games. Being out of the scene for a while 
you are reacquainting yourself and 
getting in touch with old contacts and 
players. 

“I think we’ve been astute in the 
market. Marc-Antoine Gbarssin wasn’t 


on too many people’s radars and we got 
him and he’s slowly and surely becoming 
the player we know he can be. 

“I’ve always been aware of Marc Laird 
and I’ve been watching Jordan Cook 
playing for Sunderland reserves.” 

The duo, signed from Millwall and the 
Black Cats respectively, became the Sad¬ 
dlers’ 10th and 11th loanees of the season. 

Smith has also boosted his squad since 
taking over in January with Tom 
Williams and Jason Price, although Price 
returned to Carlisle after an unsuccessful 
loan spell. 

But the boss praised his new-boys’ atti¬ 
tude after revealing their desire is key to 
the Saddlers’ survival hopes. 

He said: “It’s massively important. 

“I’m not going to say everyone I’ve gone 
for has wanted to come. They haven’t. It’s 
important to me that the ones who want 
to come are the right ones. 

“The lads don’t know when they are 
beaten. I cast my mind back to the Tran- 
mere game (Smith’s first game in charge 
in January) when we were 3-1 down with 
five minutes to go but came back, got the 
draw and could have won it.” 


Smith right 
to leave his 
zone - Marsh 

Walsall legend Chris Marsh has hailed boss Dean 
Smith for ditching his comfort zone after he penned 
a two-year deal. The Saddlers manager has commit¬ 
ted his future to the club until the summer of 2013 
after impressing since taking over from Chris 
Hutchings in January. 

Smith left his role as the Saddlers’ head of youth 
after initially being handed the job until the end of 
the season. He has given them fresh hope of avoiding 
the drop after they were eight points adrift at the 
start of the year. 

They are now fourth bottom of League One, still a 
point below the safety line, but Marsh has praised 
his former team-mate for taking the plunge. “He had 
a job for life in the youth set-up,” said Marsh, who 
played with Smith between 1989-1994. 

“Managers would have come and gone but he 
would have stayed in the role, yet he’s given up that 
security to take a difficult job. We all know Walsall’s 
a difficult one because of the finances. 

Applauded 

“He has a nice family and he has to support them 
but he’s decided to give it a go and he should be 
applauded for that. It’s a statement from the club 
and it will help the players and Dean. You can’t make 
your mark in a year.” 

Smith recruited former boss Chris Nicholl as an 
adviser to work with him and No.2 Jon Whitney and 
Marsh, who made 479 appearances for Walsall, 
reckons Nicholl’s influence has been key in their sur¬ 
vival bid. 

“Dean was a defender and when he has Chris 
Nicholl helping out you can’t say any more. Chris’ 
ideal result was 1-0, if you won 5-1 he’d go mad, and 
maybe his mentality has worked,” said the 41-year- 
old, who played under Nicholl. 

“When a new manager comes in he lifts you. 

“Players lift their game because their futures are 
on the line and it usually lasts for five or six games 
but Dean has continued it for Walsall and long may 
that continue.”

Marco Gbarssin has shelved plans to resolve his 
future so he can concentrate on Walsall’s survival 
fight. 

The on-loan midfielder wants to help keep the 
Saddlers in League One before he thinks about his 
next move. 

His deal from Carlisle expires after the penulti¬ 
mate game of the season against Charlton, while his 
contract at Brunton Park is also up at the end of 
April. 

But, despite the uncertainty the Frenchman 
insisted he is only focusing on the Saddlers’ battle 
against the drop. 

“For the moment, I’m not thinking much about my 
future,” he said. 

“I know it’s a question I’ll have to answer because 
at the end of the season you have to think about next 
year. 

“But for the moment I have something to achieve 
here and I have to concentrate on the shirt I’m 
wearing now. 

Impressed 

“For every game I’m thinking about what I’m 
doing now and after that we’ll see. 

“It’s like that in football. I’m here until the end of 
April. I’ll just think game by game and after that 
we’ll see what happens.” 

Gbarssin has impressed since joining from the 
Cumbrians in March and has been one of the Sad¬ 
dlers’ outstanding performers - losing just once in 
his five outings. 

The Saddlers travel to rock bottom Plymouth on 
Saturday and have been bullish about beating the 
drop, but Gbarssin admitted they must back up their 
claims. 

“The mentality is supported by a good team spirit 
so we have everything to be safe at the end of the 
season, but we have to show it on the pitch,” said the 
26-year-old. 

“If we want to be safe at the end of the season we 
have to be positive. We have enough quality but also 
have to show the right mentality. 

“I’m pretty positive because in the last two games 
we’ve shown we can put the performances in on the 
pitch. In the last half an hour against Hartlepool we 
were good and against MK Dons we did it all the 
game. 

“Our mentality can support performance after 
performance. 

‘We have an objective and we know what we have 
to do.
